Washington, June 17.—1n view of the
rapld progress made yesterday In the
conskieration of the tariff bill, when
thirteen pages of the mensure were
PpRssed upon, and the prompt action of
the Wine and liquor question today, the
Républican leaders in the debate are
Rreatly encouraged. Benators Alllson
and Platt sald this afternon that they
belleved nothing would now oceur to
hinder the prompt passage of the sev-
ernl schedules in successlon and a de-
¢lnive final vote on the measure as a
whaole,

The Republican members of the fin-
anee committee today gave a hearing
W reveral New Jersey members of con-
gress and Senator Sewell on Industries
In thal state affected by the new tariff,
The principal tople discussed was the
sllk schedule. Representative Stewnrt,
of Paterson. asked the commitiee to
place a specifiec duty of one and one-
half vents on each Jacquard silk loom
Imported from France. He represented
that the Jacquard Industry s a new
one in this country and that it desires
protection. The committee informally
consented to the proposition and an
fimendment drawn up by Mr. Stewart
will be Introduced, probably by the
committee,

Mr. Stewart and Senator Sewall also
Asked that a difference in duty of 0
vints per pound be made between the
duty on silks imported in gum and
the duty on printed and dyed siike.
This Is asked ss protection to the dy-
ers and printers of silks In this coun-
try.  Another amendment asked for
would make the basle duty on all
Eliks in plece 3260 per pound Instesd
of $2.

Like many
of the tribes who yviewy allotments with
disfavor a8 contrary to thely traditions
and customs, the U'ncompaghres have
not wanted thelr lvndg divided, and be-
lleve that thiclr Flghts areé thus in-
vaded, They clalm & much larger
strotch of tecritory than ls recognized
by congress.
The allootments were directed by the
N appropristion Lill for 1808-67,
leh provided for the allotmaent In

INDIANS AT WHITE HOUSE.

A Band of Delnwares Try to See the
President.

Washington., June 17—A band of
Delaware Indinns, headed by the fa-
mous old chief, Looking Glass, camped
under a apreading ghade tres in front of
the white house a good part of yester-
day. They cume eatly In the morning,
togged out In  blankets, moceasine,
feathers and other paraphernalin  of
nomads, and were painted in bright red
colors. Only one of the party, a half-
breed, who acted as [nterpreter, wore
citizen's clothes, and they were of the
hand-me-down varlety., In the lapel
of his coat was a little huttop of the
campaign variety, on which wag the
Ingeription: "I am too young to love."
Severnl pretty girls came up on thelr
way to the main entrance of the white
house and stopped to gape at the tribe
of red men, The prettiest of them, aftor
reading the inscription, sald, as she
twirled her parasol about her head:
"Oh, T don't know." Just then Secre-
tary Gage came along, and he, too,
stopped, and, as a white house police-
man sald, “rubber-necked” at the In-
diangs. He also leaned over, saw the
button, and with u little sarcastic sneer
sald: “Ugh!"

Along about the middle of the after-
noon the Indians, followed by the In-
terpreter lined up and walked Into the
white house. At the head of the stalr-
day they met Secretary Porter, who in-
quired thelr business, The Interpreter
told him thut the Delawares had busi-
ness with the president, but Mr, Por-
ter could not ses his way clear to pasy
them Into the president’'s room, 0 he
asked that they returre tomorrow,

CATTLE EXPORTS.

Agricultural and the State Departments
Adopting Measures to Prevent
Discrimination Abroad.

Washington, June 17.—~The actlon
outlined in the interview with Bellamy
Storer before sailing for Europe, look-
ing to vigorous representations to
Great Britain, Germany and Belgium,
and doubtiess to France for a modifica-
tlon of the discriminating measures
agalnst American cattle 18 the results
of the efforts of the secretary of agrl-
culture, -Mr. Wilson, to combat the pré-
judices of the Old World against our
farm products, and to secure to our ex-
porters at least the same rights as are
enjoyed by those of other countries,

Ever ginee the new administration
began Becretary Wilson has been tak-
Ing advantage of every opportunity
to galn the ends sought., He has had
frequent interviews with the president
and with Becretary Sherman on the
subject. Beveral of the new diplomatic
appointess have had conferences with
the agriculturnl department officials
at which gquestions of this Kind were
digcussed and the situation explained

The senate department I8 now co-
operating in the movement and in var-
lous ways has Instructed its represen-
tatives going to the countries named
to present statements of the case to the
respective governments setting out the
discriminations Imposed on our pro-
ducts, together with data showing
them to be justifiable. Those state-
ments will also show that the restric-
tions placed by our government on ex-
ports of cattle preclude any material
danger of logs by diseases or otherwise,
OfMclal reports of exports in the field
will be cited to demonstrate that Amer-
ican cattle products show a gEreater
exemption from disease than those of
#ll other countries.

There representutions will be accom-
panled by the warning that If the un-
Just diseriminating measures are con-
tinued proper action will have to be
taken by this government, The rights
of American exporterg must be recog-
nizged or e¢lse privileges accorded for-
legn producers withdrawn,

HAWAIIANS PREFER
ENGLISH RULE

Remarkable Statement by Bishop Willis
on the Subject,

ARE AGAINST THE UNITED STATES

English Papers Say We Are Going to
Be n Great Sea Power, but Saliss
bury Should Assert Cinims to Ha-
while«If Groat Heltnin Does Not
Want the Isinnds the Bishop Thinks
That Queen Lil Shounld Be Reine
stnted,

Plymouth, Eng,
Willis, of Honolulu, has just arrived
here from Hawall, In an Interview he
Is quoted as saying that the feeling In
the islands Is against the Unlted States
and greatly in favor of British annexn-
tion, But, the bishop adds, Great Bri-
tain has held aloof, although a third of
the capital of the country is British,
Blghop Willls remarked that he
thought that If Great Britaln would not
take the country, the next best course
was for Japan to reinstate Quoen
Lilluokalanl. Referrving to the annexa-
tlon of the islands by the United States
the bishop sald that the proposal was
only advanced In order to please cer-
tain politiclans, as America did not
want the Islands, “because the law of
expulsion (the United States exclusion
lawa) would become mollified If Hawall
was annexed,"”

In conclusion the bishop Is quoted as
saying there Is no doubt Japan will en-
force her clalms in Hawail, where her
commerclal prospects are good.

OPPOSITION IN WASHINGTON.

Washington, June 17.—F. B, Thurber,
of New York, editor of the American
Grocer, and the author of the editorial
opposing Hawallan annexation quoted
In the Commercial Advertiser yester
day, arrived in Washington last night,
Mr, Thurber's presence In Washington
at this time, it is belleved, Is to oppose
favorable action on the treaty.

QUEEN LIL'S PROTEST.

Washington, ulne 17.—Ex-Queen
Lilinokalani, of Hawall, this after-
noon fled a voluminous protest in the
office of Secretary of Btate against the
ratification of the Hawallan treaty. 7t
was delivered into the hands of Sec-
retary Sherman by Mr, Joseph Mole-
luhe, representing the native Hawnall-
uns duly commissioned by two of thelr
fatriotic leagues, Mr, Heleluh: was
necompanied by Captain Palmer, the
American secretary of Liliuokalani.
Mr. S8herman treated the bearers most
courteously but gave no Indicatlon of
his action In the matter,

In the protest the ex-queen says:
“I declare such treaty to be an act of
wrong towards the native ani part
native people of Hawall, an invasion
of the rights of the ruling chiefs, in
violation of internntional rights both
toward my people and toward friendly
nations with whom they have made
treéaties, the perpetuation of the fraud
whereby  the econstitutional govern-
ment was overthrown and an act of
gross Injustice to me."

Bhe says further that she yielded her
authority In Hawail to the forces of
the United States to avoid bloodshed
and because she recognizged the fu-
tiity of a conflict with so formidable
& power,

The desire to raise a substan-
tial shaft on the linea of government
monumenta already erected, 1s taken
to indlcate greater clvilization among
the Indlans than was looked for,

FATHER KNEIPP DEAD.

He Expires at Woerisholen---Famous for
His Water Cure«Story of an Ace
tive and Evemifal Life.

Munich, June 17.—Rev. Father
Knelpp, known throughout the world
for his water-cure, who has been suf-
fering for some time past, died at
Woerlshofen this morning.

Father Knelpp was born In the vil-
Inge of Stephansried, once a part of
the monastic parish of Ottobeuren, in
Bavaria, in 1821, Being of a poor fam-
Hy he was obliged at an early age to
énter the trade of his tnther and be-
tome a weaver, He had, however, an
early desire to become a priest, and he
never relinquished the |dea of ulti-
mataly becoming one,

At the age of twenty-one he set out
on a pligrimage to attaln his object,
knocking at many a door that re-
mained closed to him, and appealing
to many a heart that turned coldly
away, Finally, however, a kind man,
who afterward became a celébrated one
as well, took pity on the poor weaver
lad, and gave him his first Inrtruction,
Learning must have proved very hard
waork at times to the elderly student,
all the more that in the short period of
twa yoars he advancoed so far as to bhe
rdmitted to the third class of the
gymnasium at Dillingen. But when
he finally graduated from there he was
a sick man. 8o near the goal that was
attained at such pains, he was glven
up as Incurable by the physicians, and
A nature less strong must have in-
fallibly become a prey to hopeless mel-
ancholy. It is now that he accidental-
ly came across a litile book on the
water cure, He tried it, found that it
helped him, sand persevered in the use
of water until he felt rellef. During
hig further studles at Munich and Dil-
Hugen, Knelpp remalined falthful to his
physlelan, water, and saved the llves
of several of his fellow students by
its means, He was ordalned a priest
In 1852, afterws)d became chaplain
successively in Biberach, Boos and St
George In Augsburg, and in 1865 was
confessor to the nuns In the convent
in Woerishofen, where he has since
remalned. In 1880 the entire parish was
given Into his charge and he was ap-
pointed to the dignity of a prelate-
ship by His Holiness, Pope Leo XIIL
‘During all the years that Father
Knelpp was connécted with the church
nes never abandoned the study of the
water treatment. Hls chlef alm was
to point out a rational mode of lv-
Ing. Water was his chief curative
agent and with it he accomplished
world renowned results.

While he might have been the pos-
gessor of milllons he refused fees from
muny patients and gave much to the
puor,

Wherens, This general synod was told
directly by an oMclal delogate from one
ot the other denominations that they were
spending  missionary morey in Imdla,
China and Germany, thertfore

Reseolved, That we decline further ex-
change of delogates with the ghurch hody

Rev., Cressman explalned that the
church body referred to woas the Unit-
ed Brethren.

The report of the commitiee on
eccleglastical correspondence read by
Rev., J, R. DMdmm, showed that close
fraternal  relations  existed between
General SBynod and nearly all other
Christian denominations,

President Hamma appointed Rev,
Drs.

EUROPEAN  ADVANTAGES

Results of the Pan-American
Congress of 1889,

The Report of the Banking and Cors
rency Commitine of the Last House
Indorsed the Charter FProposeds
Doubt ns te the Real Majority Sene
timent of the Committee,

Washington, June 17.—The recent noe
tion of certain foreign banking houses
and syndleates in obtaming conees-
=ions to establish banking systoms i
Venegueln and In Central American
countries brings up the project on the
part of this government to establisly
an International American bank. The
latest development in this scheme oc=
curred just at the close of the last
congress in March, and lttle was said
nbout the matter at the time, Just
before the cloge of the session the
house banking and currency committos
made a favorable report on the Hitt
bill looking to the establishment of the
bank, but owing to the fallure of the
present house to organize Its commit=
tees the matiter |18 now resting in the
banking and currency commitiea
rooms, It will be on¢of the firat sub-
Jects to be takeén up by the new come
mittea.

The bill is the outgrowth of the Pane
American congress, held in Washing-
ton In 1888, and by its terms Cornelius
N. Bliss, of New York; T. Jefferson
Coolldge, of Massachusetts; Andrew
Carnegle, of Pennsylvania; John ¥,
Munson, of Georgia; Charles R. Flint,
of New York:; Enoch Pratt, of Mary-
land; M. 4. Davis, of West Virginlay
P. D. Armour, of Illinols; Morris M.
Estee, of Callfornia; James 8. Clark-
son, of Towa, and Charles R. Turner, of
Misgsour!, are designated comm issioners
to recelve subscriptions to the capital
gtock of the proposed International
American bank.

THE NATIONAL BANKS,

There has been a great deal of dise
cuselon on the ground that the institu-
tion might be an unlawful rival of the
present national banking system (n the
United States, A number of the bank-
ing and currency committegs of the
last house, and one who will doubtless
be appolnted on the new committee
calls attention to the report of Chalr-
man Brosius on the bill, The Pan-
American conference passed the follows
ing resolution:

"Resolved, Thalt the confercnce recs
ommends to the governments here rep=
resented the granting of liberal cone
cesglong  to  facllltate Intéer-American
hanking, and especially such as may be
necessary for the establishment of an
internationnl American bhank, with
branches or agenclex In the several
countriea represented In this confer-
ence.”
